The committee, however, desire to state, that in designating you, at foot, 
as you request, they do so for the purpose only of requesting you to lay 
before your congregation the resolution of the Board of Deputies of British | 
Jews of the 8th ult., and my several communications to you ; and that they 
do not (as, in fact, they cannot) in any manner bind ‘the Board on the sub-_ 
ject. They also expressly reserve to themselves the right to act hereafter 
upon their known views-upon the general question. 

In other words, the committee, in using the designation suggested by you, 
do so without prejudice to the disputed points which have unhappily for so 
many years existed between the authorities and your congregation ; indulg- 
ing, however, the sincere hope, that the having thus conceded a point of form, 
may be the precursor to a peaceful and satisfactory settlement of the ques- 
tions at issue. |

capacity, this Council would still have considered themselves as wholly pre- 
cluded from appointing a Committee, to confer with the Committee, of which 
Mr. Harris states himself to the Chairman, and which is alleged to have 
been appointed by the Board of Deputies of British Jews. 

3. That this Synagogue has taken no part in, and is in no way connected 
with, the election of certain members of other synagogues, who are also 
members of this congregation, to represent such other synagogues at the 
Board of Deputies ; and that those gentlemen have acted in the matter in 


their individual capacities, or on behalf of*the congregations which they 


represent, but certainly not under any authority from the ‘* West London 


4. That this Council would, therefore, have been desirous not to express 
any opinion on the proceedings arising out of those elections; but find them- 


selves compelled to do so in order to explain the reasons which must have | 


prevented this congregation from entering into communication with the. 
Committee just referred to. | 

5. That it appears, from statements contained in public prints, and to 
which no contradiction has been given, that the appointment of the Com- 
mittee in question took place at a meeting of certain members of the Board 
of Deputies, from which other members of that Board were excluded ; and 


that the Committee would not have been appointed, except by means of 
such exclusion. 


6, ‘That it further appears, that that Committee was appointed for a pur- 
__ pose wholly beyond the functions of even a duly constituted meeting of the 


Board of Deputies; to which Board the congregations electing it, have 


entrusted the duty of guarding, on their behalf, against legislative and 


municipal enactments infringing the rights of the Jews, but not that of

7. That this Council would, therefore, in any case, have felt it to be 


impossible for this synagogue, desirous as its members are of cultivating 
friendly feelings with all their co-religionists, to communicate or to appoint

a THE JEWS IN WORMS. 


~The Community. 
In the remotest periods Worms had been considered the oldest Jewish 
community of Germany.’ In all likelihood, there were plausible, if not 
authentic, reasons for this assumption. Thus Dr. Ottensoser, in his 
“History of the Jews,” part ili. pp.89, 90, says, “In the year 1559, 
_ the Emperor Ferdinand I. not alone protected the Jews, but gave them 


also permission to have a spiritual chief of the Synagogues of Germany, 


and that the Chief Rabbi of Worms (Rabbi Jacob)? shall have the pre- 
_ ference to this office above all others.” From this passage, it is clear 

But we, who do not possess any authentic proofs, must rest satisfied

_ There are documents in existence which pretend to throw some light 

on this subject; but if their assertions are well weighed, they will tend 
to obscure rather than elucidate the question, and draw an impenetrable 
veil between the past and the present.. We will, however, endeavour to 
enter upon the most important of them. 


In the year 1740,,at the instigation of Mr. J ung, Rector of Worms, 


a grave-stone was dug up in the Jewish burial-ground, on which,

If we are to understand the given date (one hundred and thirty- 
three) as to refer to the third Millennium, in its true and literal mean- 
ing (2133), then the erection of this tomb-stone would. fall exactly in 
the era when the patriarch Jacob had just arrived at the age of twenty- 


- five; and at that time certainly no Jewish Baruch (evidently the name | 


which the inscription commemorates)’could have existed. | 
Second. Should the year determine the commencement of the fourth 
Millennium (3133), then the death of Baruch must have occurred 
during the reign of King Usiah, which, likewise, appears improbable, 


since at that period of Jewish history we can hardly think that Jews 


should have immigrated into Germany. 


And if we, lastly, could persuade ourselves to give credence to Mr. 


_ Jung’s computation, another difficulty starts up, which cannot so easily 
_ be removed, which is, that according to the opinion of all learned men, 


the chronology of that period (581 years before the common era) was 
not dated from Anno Mundi; but either from the commencement of the | 


. reign of the King, who sat on the throne, or from the departure from 
Egypt (vide Meor Enaim, ‘M3 "WON pon). We can, therefore, 
draw no satisfactory conclusion from this monument, since that stone, 


even if we compute its date from the departure from Egypt, would not | 
have been more than 1020 years old, and can, therefore, be in no wise.

If we take the given date—64 of the fourth Millennium—in its literal 


meaning, we find it as inexplicable as that of Rector Jung, since at that 


period, neither the day of the month was given, nor the chronological 
order reckoned from Anno Mundi. This tomb-stone must, therefore, 


leave us also in the dark with regard to the first appearance of the 


Jews in Worms. — | 
The same public building (Biirgerhof) contains two more grave- 
stones; but time and age have so much obliterated what is written on 
them, that we cannot glean much from what is left. The languaga, 
however, betrays no remote antiquity. The following words are still 
legibly discernible:-— 
The best and most reliable incident, which we possess on this head, 
is the learned communication made by the Rev. Jacob Bamberger, 


Rabbi of Worms, to Dr. Fange, professor at the Gymnasium of that 
city, and which the latter gives in his “ History of Worms,’ p. 162.

Sanhedrin, p. 41), it must then 
be clear, that the stone found among the materials of the demolished 
wall must date anterior to that period, and that the Jews in Worms, — 
prior to the destruction of the second temple, must have had their own 
jurisdiction. And we read, moreover, in the above-mentioned book, 
that when the Israelites in Jerusalem taunted their brethren at Worms 
with their neglect of appearing during the three festivals (Passover, 
Pentecost, and Tabernacles) in the Temple, as in duty bound, the latter 
answered, that they were the inhabitants of a minor Jerusalem, and 
their house of prayer a minor temple. _ |
